A bill providing such a tax re­ 
duction over the next two years 
has just been reported to the 
House of Representatives by the 
Democratic majority of the Ways 
and Means Committee. The Re­ 
publican minority on die commit­ 
tee. however, has issued a lengthy 
statement contending that pros­ 
perity cannot be bought by bor­ 
rowed money. 
President Kennedy 
made 
ar­ 
rangement* to present over na­ 
tional television and radio facili­ 
ties his argument for die passage 
of the tax bill. T V minority, on 
the other hand, have no such op­ 
portunity to give their viewpoint 
to die same audiences. 


The argument on the Democrat­ 
ic side is that the reduction in 
taxes will stimulate business. The 
Republicans’ answer is that this 
cannot be done if the deficits con­ 
tinue indefinitely and if the dol­ 
lar 
is 
reduced in purchasing 
power by inflation. 


Several fiscal experts, including 
a former chairman of the Presi­ 
dent’s Council of Economic Ad­ 
visers and a former director of 
the budget, have testified that in­ 
flation is a certainty if the deficits 
keep up. 


THE HOUSE Way* and Means 
Committee minority report says: 
“ As of June 30. 1963. the Ken­ 
nedy administration had already 
added $19.8 billion to the public 
debt, and now proposes a pro­ 
gram of tax reduction coupled 
with increased expenditures which 
will add at least another $50 bil­ 
lion to the debt, and with no 
plans of reducing or paying off 
the** additions to the debt at any 
time. 


“ Not only is this morally wrong, 
most of our states have laws m ak­ 
ing it a cnm e for an individual to 
incur bills which he does not in­ 
tend to pay. It’s a fraud. 
“By continuing to spend and 
borrow, and through tax reduc­ 
tion to avoid our responsibility to 
pay our bills, we will pass on to 
our children and unbearable bur­ 
den of public debt. Repudiation 
m ay be the only course open to 
them The ever-increasing public 
debt places in jeopardy the sav­ 
ings of the American people their 
life insurance, and their expecta­ 
tions for pensions and old age .se­ 


curity. That also is why this tax 
cut program is morally wrong.” 
Quoted in the minority report 
is the testimony of Dr. Arthur 
F. Bums, former chairman of 
the Council of Economic Advis­ 
ers, who declared that “the dang­ 
er of inflation and the ride of 
devaluation of the dollar are be- 
mg understated these days." 
He predicted that the public 
debt might increase by an addi­ 
tional $75 billion by fiscal 1972. 
Cited also is the view of Maurice 
Stans, former 
director 
of 
the 
budget, who has testified to his 
belief that there might be deficits 
aggregating $100 billion to $150 
billion. 


THE MINORITY report says, 
moreover, 
that, 
regardless 
of 
whether $50 billion, $75 billion, 
$100 billion (rf $150 billion is the 
amount, it is “indisputable that 
the bill increases the need for ad­ 
ditional deficit financing at the 
very time when the financing of 
existing deficits presents a major 
problem." 
The minority report of the House 
committee asserts that the tax 
burden is excessive and that steep­ 
ly progressive rates should be 
reduced, 
but 
argues that “tax 
reduction should be accompanied 
by a nduetion. and not an in­ 
crease, rn the level of government 
expenditures.” 
The report adds that “this w’as 
the Republican position in 1947, 
and again m 1954." The minority 
declaration says further: 
“ In 1954. the Eisenhower ad­ 
ministration made a concentrated 
effort 
to 
reduce 
government 
spending 
This enabled the Re­ 
publicans to reduce taxes by $7 4 
billion, $4 6 billion of which went 
directly to individuals . . . . This 
remarkable reduction of $9 7 bil­ 
lion in the level of government 
spending made possible the larg­ 
est tax reduction in any single 
year in the history of our country. 
The 1954 tax reduction was fol­ 
lowed by budget surpluses for 
fiscal 1956 and 1957, 
“ In contrast with the fiscal pol- 
icy of the Republican's tax re­ 
duction programs, the Kennedy 
administration proposes tax re­ 
duction of $11 billion in the face 
of a $9 billion deficit, and planned 
increases in expenditures of st 
least $3 billion, and more likely 
$5 billion, per year thereafter.”

No drawstring is necessary. . 
Just gather the top with a large 
safety pin. Baby diaper pins with 
colored pastic tops add a bit of 
glamour to a gift that costs prac­ 
tically nothing, and is so useful.

DEAR HEI/OISE: Here's the 
way I gather and sprinkle my 
clothes. 
I put my clothes sprinkler filled 
with warm water in the bottom 
of my clothes basket. Take a 
chair or stool to the clothesline. 
Set the basket on it. 
One at a time, I remove the 
pieces which need to be sprinkled 
and lay over the basket; pick up 
sprinkler and dampen the gar­ 
ment; roll it up and place in 
basket.

removing 
clothes from the line in this 
fashion until all clothes to be 
sprinkled have been removed. 
This fills the bottom of the basket. 


Then I go back and remove the 
clothes which only need to be 
folded and place on top of damp­ 
ened articles; put these away 
when I get in the house and ail 
that is left is the dampened art­ 
icles (which should be covered 
until ready to iron). Saves time 
and energy.

DEAR HELOISE: I have used 
every boxed pancake recipe on 
the market.

The fold the egg whites into 
the hatter GENTLY. This will 
make them ever se good. (I

Are you using little eggs or 
big eggs? There is a difference 
you know! lf you have small 
or medium eggs, trying adding 
one more egg to eaeh recipe. 
It works!

DEAR HELOISE: I use perm­ 


anent ink to cover faded spots 
in black and navy articles, where 
a bleach has left its mark, etc. 
I used it on a good suit recently 
and the odor never came out 
even in the cleaning process. 
I made an old Corde handbag 
look like new by covering it with 
permanent black ink. I used a 
small brush to apply it, scrubbed 
it hard and let it soak in well. 
Not only did the bag have a 
lovely black surface, but addition­ 
al body as well. 
For those who have old, faded 
handbags. . . they might try this 
method. They have nothing to 
lose.

Have you ever tried a felt 
ink marker for touching up 
bleach spots? They are great, 
too. 


DEAR MISS HEI.OISE: We use 
a wide-mouth screw-top gallon jar 
for sugar storage.

ANSWER: This is a difficult quesUon to answer It is very 
easy to find higher forms of animal life sleeping, such as the little 
birds in upper left But fish are harder to find out about. In th* 
first place, they don't have eyelids and so can't tell us that they 
are asleep by closing them 


Yet fish appear to rest at times, often lying quietly on the 
bottom or hiding in some sheltered spot. Experts lay that fish 
have so many natural enemies that they tend to keep on the alert 
as a rule Frequently, fish change their behavior with light or 
darkness But Mime become more active at night. Certain fish, 
like the mackerel, are said to be dormant on the sea floor at 
times of the year Yet again, this is not sleep as we know it. 


However, experts at the New York Aquarium tell us that there 
is at least one fish who really sleeps: the trigger fish. He makes 
a kind of bed and sleeps on his side. This fish has a very sharp 
spine which springs up at any alarm, and this is perhaps why his 
enemies leave him alone when he s taking a snooze.
